OTTAWA, Dec, 27.—(CP)—Sen- 


ators Hance J. Logan, 74, of Parrs- 
boro, N.S., Liberal member of the 
Senate for Nova Scotia since 1929 


and an outspoken advocate in par- 
liament of claims of the maritime 
province for better treatment with- 
ing the Confederation, died in hos- 
pital last night after a Jong illness. 


Senator Logan was admitted to 
the Nova Scotia bar in 1892 at 
the age of 23. He received his 
early education at Truro Model 
School, Pictou Academy and Dal- 
housie University, Halifax, and 
was associated in legal practice 
with Col. J. L. Ralston, former 
defence minister. 

He took an early interest in poli-

In 1921 
he returned to parliament with the 
largest majority ever given any 
federal candidate in Cumberland 
His death brings to 15 the num- 
ber of vacancies in the Senate.

If any person in Canada thinks he is 
badly off because butter rations are to be 
cut down one-seventh, or because there are 
scarcities of some lines occasionally at the 
food stores, he should be interested in the 
news coming across the border. All canned 
vegetables have been again put under 
ration control in the United States, and 
meat of all sorts has again gone on the 
ration list. 

Back of both orders are shelves and 
counters which cannot be refilled as fast 
as the customers carry away the visible 
supplies. In the case of meat, dealers com- 
plain that scarcity has boosted stock 
prices until the ceiling prices to consumers 
do not leave them a margin large enough 
to stay in business. One-third of the meat 
stores in New York city have threatened 
to close down. 

Canadians generally have learned from 
news despatches, and in this part of the 
country from first-hand testimony, how 
difficult our neighbors have found it for 
two years to obtain household supplies of 
meat and vegetables. The situation has 
evidently grown worse—hence the new 
orders which resume rationing after it had 
been abandoned. 

Any Canadian who complains about 
“hardships” on the food front either 
doesn't know how people in other countries 
are living or is a constitutional whiner who 
cares nothing for facts. 
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Unhappy Greece 


Perhaps misguided patriotism was the 
motive of whoever planted 1680 pounds of 
German-made dynamite under the Athens 
hotel! where Mr. Churchill and Mr. Eden 
are stopping, and which is used as hgad- 
quarters by the British and the Greek 
authorities. But it looks much like the 
work of Nazi agents and Quislings, aiming 
to commit a crime for which the E.L.A.S. 
would be blamed, and to thus embitter, 
spread and prolong the civil war. 

From Athens comes news also that 
typhus threatens to become epidemic in 
Creece, Threatens seriously enough that 
doctors of both factions have been con- 
ferring with British medical men on ways 
to ward off the menace. Should the disease 
gain headway, its ravages among the un- 
der-fed population must be terrible. Appar- 
ently it is recognized that the only chance 
to prevent it becoming epidemic is to act 
now. 

These things should bring a sobering 
sense of responsibility to the disputing 
political leaders. In typhus they and the 
entire nation are facing an enemy 4s 
malevolent as the Nazis. The attempted 
dynamite outrage 1s a warning that crime 
always breeds where chaos reigns, whether 
the leaders of organized parties do or do 
not approve. The disruption of order is the 
opportunity of the evil-disposed—in this 
case including enemy hirelings and sym- 
pathizers. 

The visit of Mr. Churchill and Mr. 
Eden could hardly be more timely. Greece, 
of all the countries which needed and de- 
served relief, has profited little if any thus 
far from the expulsion of the Axis forces. 
There can be no progress toward restora- 
tion and reconstruction, nor even toward 
the wide and systematic distribution of 
food, until the fighting factions come to 
some arrangement and present a solid 
front to lawlessness and disease.

Compulsory Renting? 


People who have vacant houses, apart- 
ments or rooms which they arbitrarily 
refuse to rent may be compelled to do so 
if the need for living quarters cannot 
otherwise be met, This is the substance of 
an order-in-council passed at Ottawa, 
which extends the powers of the rental 
control authorities. 

It is provided that in areas where an 
influx of war workers or servicemen and 
their families has created a condition of 
congestion, an emergency shelter adminis- 
trator may be appointed unless the muni- 
cipal authorities object. The powers of 
such an administrator will be broad, to the 
point of being drastic. 

It will be the business of this official 
to make a survey and registration to show 
what vacant rooms are available for ten- 
ants. 

The administrator may prescribe how 
any premises capable of being used as a 
dwelling shall be used, may take possession 
of any shelter, or require the owner to rent 
it. 

No landlord may refuse to rent to ten- 
ants on the ground that they have children 
without obtaining the administrator's con- 
sent. 

Without his coneurrence no premises 
used as barracks, hostels, houses, apart- 
ments, rooms or flats may be closed or 
their use for dwelling purposes restricted. 

Every person living in a congested area 
is required to co-operate with the admin- 
istrator so that hardships can be prevented 
and alleviated, 

This of course is going a long way to 
take the control of property out of the 
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hands of the 
of the principle that the nation’s war effort 
must have right-of-way over individual 
preferences or whims. 

These regulations have been passed by 
order-in-council and have now the force 
of law. But it is said to be unlikely that 
they will be applied in any centre where the 
municipal authorities take the responsibil- 
ity of opposing their enforcement. It is 
therefore up to the city council in each 
crowded community to decide whether the 
local congestion is serious enough to re- 
quire the conscription of living quarters.

On a visit to Dublin early in 1941 
I was amazed to find that a large 
section of the population was de- 
cidedly pro-German. Hailing with 
delight the Nazi victories which 
were then occurring frequently, 
this anti-British element did little 
to hide its feelings of hatred for 
eyerything connected with the 
Crown. On walls and boardings 
were chalked huge swastikas and 
anti-British slogans. These have 
now disappeared. In their place is 
the V-sign and phrases such as 
“Good old Churchill” and “Well 
done, Monty!” 


I was surprised when my atten- 
tion was drawn to the change. Later 
I was to learn that nearly every 
man and woman in the city is hop- 
ing for an early Allied victory. 
Gone is that deep hatred for Eng- 
land which was once so apparent 
to the visitors and which was ex- 
pressed in so many ways 

It seems to me that Eire is proud 
of Britain’s great achievements in 
recent months. In hotels, cafes, 
and on trams and busses the main 
subject of discussion is the war. 
Not once did I hear a word of sym- 
pathy spoken for Germany 

In the lounge of a small subur- 
ban hotel I had a Jong conversation 
with a ‘prominent politician, who 
expressed the view that when de 
Valera decided that Eire should 
remain neutral he made a blunder 
which will reflect upon the indus- 
trial life of the country for many 
years to come.

Visits Canada

TORONTO, Dec. 27.--CP)—Buzz 
bombs, rain, and a few stragglers 
made up the audience when Mrs. 
Israel Sieff spoke recently in Lon- 
don’s Trafalgar Square at a meet- 
ing of the “Women for Westmin- 
ster” movement. So ardent a femin- 
ist is she that despite raid warnings 
she refused to cancel that meeting, 
called to agitate for equal citizen- 
ship rights for women. 

Although her main 
devoted to the Women's Interna- 
| tionalist Zionist Organization of 
| which she is world president—that’s 
why she’s on this side now—Mrs. 
Sieff's activities read as if they 
could provide full-time work for 
a dozen people. 


CO-FOUNDER 

She is chairman and co-founder 
with Dr. Edith Summerskil], MP 
and Mrs, Corbett Ashby of the 
Westminster movement; chairman 
of the Women's Publicity Planning 
Association; member of the Wo- 
men’s Advisory Council of the 
Ministry of Fuel and Power: vice- 
president of Queen Charlotte's 
Hospital, largest maternity centre 
in the world; and executive mem- 
ber of a score of Jewish phil- 
anthropic organizations. 

“Women for Westminster’ she 
describes as “a nation-wide move 
ment for educating women to the 
fullest sense of citizenship and 
directing them in all the practical 
means of entering political life.” 
Her equal citizenship campaign 
aims at removing discrimination 
against women—yes, and men too. 
And just in case you weren't aware 
of discrimination against men, Mrs. 
Sieff points out that in her opinion 
income tax laws give a man a raw 
deal. For women she asks equal 
pay and opportunity.

| TORONTO, Dec (CP)- 

Imperial Order Daughters of 
Empire, through whose efforts 
| estimated 234,000 books were 
| tributed to men and women of the 
| services across Canada and on the 
| high seas during the past year, will 
}open a campaign for $300,000 in 
January to keep up the work. 
| The campaign is authorized by 
National War Services Minister 
LaFleche and is designed for the | 
purchase of books for the three | 
services and the merchant navy, 
war activity that sprang up among 
the women of the Order back 
1939 and has since developed into 
big business. 

The story of the IODE service 
libraries began shortly after the 
outbreak of war when a few wo- 
men of the Order began collecting 
books from friends. As a result, 
boxes of books were ready for 
shipment to England when the first 
draft of Canadians went over in 
December, 1939. 


WORK GROWS 


Today the work has developed 
to tremendous proportions among 
IODE branches and sub-branches 
in every province in Canada. At 
first it was planned to establish 
IODE service libraries in 
camp across the Dominion, but it 
was later decided to send books 
only on request from stations. Now 
all any military post has to do is 
ask the IODE for books and. they 
are provided. 

Hub of the work is the National 
Service Libraries headquarters at 
Toronto. Here Mrs. J. H. Chipman, 
the present national convener of 
Service Libraries, and her assist- 
ant Miss Dorothy Bizzey, work with 


a battery of assistants—all of them | 


volunteers. 


SORTING BIG JOB 

It’s a big job sorting books, in- 
dexing them and culling out rare 
volumes that can be sold for a 
{profit that will buy new books. 
Even old battered volumes are wel- 
come, being sold as 
and $800 was realized 
in one year. 

Mrs. Chipman estimated that 15,- 
000 books go out from this depot 
every month. Some 14 naval bases 
in Canada and one in the United 
Kingdom are supplied so they can 
put books aboard ships coming into 
port. 

In addition, quantities of new 
books are sent out all the time to 
the nine provincial IODE service 
library conveners across Canada 
These women ship them to the 
various camps to augment thou- 
sands 
donated and re-distributed within 
that particular province. 


BARE SHELVES 

In the case of Nova Scotia, the 
national depot sends out from 500 
to 1,000 new and used books a 
month, But still the Nova Scotia 
office has bare book shelves most 
of the time because of the big de- 
mand from hospitals, coast guard 
Stations and navy vessels. The Nova 
Scotia library convener is kept busy 
indeed. 

The books are shipped free of 
charge and the big card index sys- 
tem in the national headquarters 
prevents any duplication in the 
shipments, 

Mrs. Chipman and her co-workers 
are proud of the fact that through 
eee efforts servicemen and women
